It is 
believed probable, however, that the} 
amount of oil in these domes is not | 
great, and that for many years to 
come the cost of prospecting them 
with the driil will probably be much 
creater than the value of the oil 
that may be obtained. The position 
of one or two of these low folds or 
domeg is shown on the map accom- 
panying the report. Investigations 
of this character, which show nega- 
tive results, while perhaps gaining 
small eredit for the investigation 
nevertheless are of very distinct use 
in preventing useless and expensive 
wildcatting.
